GAS PRICE RAISED 
IN SEABOARD STATES 


New York, May 13.—A general ad- 
vance in gasoline prices along the 
Atlantic seaboard was announced to- 
day by most of the principal refinang 
companies. This increase. taking 
place in the face of private reports 
of another large gain in the average 
daily gross of crude oil productiou 
last week, was generally construed in 
Wall street as an indication that the 
surplus supply of stocks was being 
heavily drawn upon as a result of the 
recent record-breaking consumption. 

The Stangard Oil company of 
New Jersey originated the increase by 
raising domestic prices one cent a 
gallon throughout its territory and 
gasoline for export a half-cent a gal- 
lon. This advance was met by its 
principal competitors.

Detroit, May 13.—Henry Ford will 
purchase of 400 vessels of the United 
States shipping board if the govern- 
ment will fix what he considers a fair 
price, according to a story which will 
appear in the Detroit Free Press to- 
morrow morning. 

The announcement was made this 
ufternoon by Mr. Ford, féllowing a 
conference with T. V. O'Connor. 
chairman of the shipping board. 

Wanted to Serap. Them. 

O’Connor is quoted as asking Ford 
to take over 200 ships in his orig- 
inal suggestion, the article says. 
However, when Ford informed him 
that he would only buy the ships te 
scrap them for junk, O’Connor sug; 
gested that he buy all 400, as it 
would not cost much more to con- 
struct dismantling apparatus to pan- 
‘dle the 400 ships than it would the 
iesser number. = 

Ford agreed to this, caying that 
he might retain from 10 to 30 of 
the ships for use by Ford industries. 
af any ships were put ‘in ion 
by Ford, they would be réconé 
and equipped a 
cle states, ; 

May Require Months. 

Despite’ the tentative agreement, 
the matter of the sale of the ships to 
Ford will not be cleared up for sev- 
eral months. it is estimated. The 
shipping board nas been wary of 
naking any agreement heretofore, as 
it felt if the ships were sold abroad 
to be scrapped, that promises might 
be broken and the ships might re- 
appear under foreign flags in com- 
petition with American ships. 

“The ships were built during the 
war when everybody was crazy.” Ford 
was quoted as saying. “Most of 
them were thrown together in a 
great hurry. They were for ant 
emergency and fonsequently many of 
them were not strongly built and 
some of the engines put into them 
were pretty bad.” 

Already Bought Three. 

“We have already purchased three 
vessels from the shipping board” he 
added. ‘“‘We took these three boats 


for pioneering and we know their 
limitations. Two of the boats are 
of about 3,000 tons. The third, the 
East Indian, is slightly larger and is 
now being put into shape for service 
to Denmark, which we hope will be- 
gin about August 1.” 

Ford indirectly refuted a statement 
| which O’Connor is alleged to have 
made to newspaper men in Buffalo, 
‘that Ford would become the greatest 
ship-owner in the world’s history, 
by making the remark that he did

BOOZE CAUSE OF QUARREL WHICH BROUGHT 2 DEATHS 


Blamed in Statham Tragedy

Statham, Ga., May 13.—(Special.) 

Bootleg whisky and the uneontrolled 
sale of revolyers—these two and no 
more——today shouldered, with no op- 
position, the blame for the two most 
shocking tragedies. this community 
ever has. witnessed. 

Bootleg, ill’_it whisky, manufactur- 
ed to fire men’s brains, upset their 
reasons anu destroy their morals 
stalks first in the parade of exhibits, 
but if pistols had not been handy 
John Barleycorn’s lust for blo” trob- 
ablv would have gone unsatisfied. 

The result of the combi: ‘is two 
wrecked homes, the former heads of 
which lie in their ;raves pierced by 
easily purchased bull-*s: a woman, 
the widow of one of the victims. 
harassed much of her life by a hus- 
band who drank liquor, but who, 
woman-like, had turned her soul over 
to him with an enduring love, is in 
prison facing possible death for hav- 
ing slain the man who killed her hus- 
band. She is Mrs. May Anna Bow- 
man, who killed Guy Thurman on the 
main street here because ‘Thurman 
had killed Dick Bowman, her way- 
ward husband. 

Bowman, his acquaintances here 
savyv—and everyone here knows his 
neighbor i:itimatelyv—was a man who 
could not stay away from liquor, and 
when he drank too much of it, he- 
eame hard to get along with. He 
came from a_ highlv-regarded family 
and inherited a small farm about half 
a mile from Statham. The land was 
fertile as land goes here and Sow- 
man should have been able to get

in its clutches

Contrasted with this man was Guy 
Thurman. Thurman was a_ dealer 
in Hvestock—mostly mules—and he 
had.made money.

He built for his 
wife and two little children ong of 
the finest houses in Statham and his 
domestic happiness was well known. 
Bad Habits Continue. 

As Thurman prospered Bowman’s 
place ran down, Weather-boarding 
on the old two-stoty honse be occupied 
crackled from its nails.

Thurman was not exactly a model 
of virtue. Friends and relatives will 
tell you he occasionally drank too 
much of the liquid fire which passes 
for whisky, but they also contend he 
was gentle of nature.

On the thirteenth day* of last 
vember, Bowman Ileft home 
walked.the half mile to Statham. He 
knew where he was going and his 
faithful wife thought she did also. So 
she watched and worried as the hours 
went br without her husband's re- 
turn. Finally she donned her hat and 
also vent to Statham. She was afraid 
for her man’s safety when he was 
under the influence of liquor. And 
he had his pistol in his pocket, which 
neant bad trouble if he should be- 
come enraged. 

Starts Quarrel. 

Ne sooner had the worrying wife 
renched Statham than she heard from 
her heshand. He had been drinking, 
ax sue feared, and had gone to Guy 
Thurman's etable, where he had be- 
come invokved in a bitter quarrel with 
Thurraan. Inflamed hy had whisky 
he had jerked his pistol from his 
nocket and, shouting that he meant 
to gave Thurman's ‘life and that of 
Tueins Rurson. Thurman’s brother- 
in-law. had fired twice. Someone 
standing neavhy saved him from mur- 
der then by knocking aside the pistol.

However, there was a barrier in the 
‘Mrs. Bowman had no revolver 
and no money with which to purchase | 
one. With a little money it would 
have been easy to have purchased the 
death-dealer. She tried in various 
ways to recover the pistol her husband 
had held when he was killed, but she 
could not get it. She was certain 
Guy Thurman had it and had sent 
to him for it, but he didn’t have it. 
The sheriff had taken it. 

But solution was to come. Others 
had money with which to buy re- 
volvers and they left them lying 
around without thinking much about 
them, for there is no law to prevent 
the possession of deadly weapons. 

And yesterday the opportunity 
came. Mrs. Bowman went to a neigh- 
hor’s to “‘visit a while’ with Mrs. W. 

Thrasher. She often went there to| 
talk and she knew the house well.: 
A hall runs through it from front to 
back, giving one a perspective of sev- 
eral rooms from either front or back 
porch. Mrs. Bowman this time was 
at the back .of the house and had 
stepped into. the hall to talk with 
Thrasher. She gazed about as 
Mrs. Thrasher left the room for a few 
moments and there, on a bureau, its 
blue steel barrel shining, lay a_ re- 
volver. It was the work of a moment 
to seize it and hide it in the boson 
of the sweater she wore, and when 
Mrs. Thrasher returned she _ said 
good-bye and left. 

May Anna Bowman did not even 
pause at.her own home across the 
road. She headed straight for BStat- 
ham. Less than an hour later she 
was a killer because pistols are easy 
to purchase. She had emptied Thrash- 
er’s revolver into the body of Gur 
Thurman. the man who killed her 
man. Did she have vengeance? Per- 
haps, but she is a muttering, hys- 
terical, broken old woman now, a ric- 
tim of bad whisky and easy guns.

Shepherd be indicted bad followed an 
iinpassioned addresz by Judge Harry 
Olson to the coroner’s jury investigat- 
ing the death trail of the McClintock 
fortune. 

Olson, who pushed the investigation 
which Jed to Shepherd’s arrest, paint- 
ed the statuesque wife of the lawyer 
as “a Lady MacBeth,” sbrewdly urs- 
ing a weak-willed husband to plot the 
deaths of all who stood between him 
and possession of the McCiintock mil- 
lions. Oharging that Mrs. Shepherd 
aided her husband in what Olson says 
was a_ plot to poison Billy McClin- 
tock, the judge placed special. empha- 
sis on circumstances surrounding the 
death of the youth’s mother in 1909. 

Body Exhumed, 

When the body of Mrs. McClintock 
was exhumed recently at Qlson’s re- 
quest, it was found that she died from 
mercurial poisoning. The coroner's 
chemist examining the body = stated 
that it contained “enough mercury to 
hill two people.” Mrs. MeClintock 
had heen taken ill while at Bayview, 
Texas, where the Shepherds had ac- 
companied her to a cottage she owned, 
Weakened, the wealthy widow re 
turned to her home in Chicago. Mra, 


| Shepherd.came with her, and was in 


the room when Mrs. MeClintock died. 

Under the terms of her will Mrs. 
Shepherd and ver husband took charge 
of Billy, the infant “millionaire or- 
phan” who fell Reir to the McClin- 
tock fortune 6f more than $1,000,000. 
Olson charged that the mother had 
been murdered as one link of conspir- 
acy to obtain possession of the estate 
and that Billy's death in turn mark- 
ed the consummation of the plot. 
Young MeOlintock, who died eight 
months after he*eame into possession 
of the fortune, left the bulk of his 
estate to tlhe Shepherds.

RANGE WILL MAKE 
DEB] PROPOSALS 


Paris, May 13.—A definite offer 
from France for the funding of her 
war debt to the United States is ex- 
pected within a fortnight. 

This information comes direct from 
the Qua D’Orsay. and from the lips 
of a person qualified to speak for the 
government... Informal conversations 
regarding the debt are in progress and 
these are expected soon to develop 
into official negotiations. Up to the 
present, no offer for a settlement has 
been made. 

Foreign Minister Aristide Briand 
is exerting his influence to bring the 
debt suspense to an end, which means 
that he will support Finance Minis- 
ter Caillaux when the latter en- 


deavors to persuade the cabinet that 
the time has come to make ag definite 
offer of payment. 

Oppose Armament Parley. 

The official statement regarding 
debts was given out in connection 
with a general statement on French 
policy. in which it was made clear 
that France opposed President Cool- 
idge’s plans for a disarmament con- 
ference. : 

Briand cannot admit the utility of 
such a conference, at least for the 
present, and probably he will not be 
ready to listen to an invitation yntil 
next year. It was pointed out that 
naval disarmament already has been 
accomplished, and that the league of 
nations is working toward disarma- 
ment which would be linked with se- 
curity. : 

European Problems Paramount. 

European problems are paramount 
just now, according to Briand’s view, 
and they should have the major con- 
sideration of European statesmen un- 
til they are on the way to solution, 

The French debt to the United 
States has been mentioned from time 
to. time as the lever by which the 
United States might force France into 
a disarmament conference. Briands 
anxiety to bring the debts to some 
sort of a settlement may mean that 
he fears the pressure which might 
be exerted and desires to prevent its 


application.

Paris, May 13.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Foreign Minister Briand to- 
day sent to the British foreign office 
a copy of his reply to Germany re-

“While I signed the verdict of Ead- 
win F. Johnson, umpire between Mur- 
phy Candler, representing the street 
railway, and myself, representing the 
employees, in the wage negotiation, 
I wish the public to understand that 
after hearing the evidence that was 
presented and after a deep study of 
the men’s conditions, the cost of 
living in Atlanta and other features 
of the case, I am by no means satis- 
fied with the increases that have been 
awarded. I personally know many of 
the platform employees of the trollev 
company and [I know the conditions 
surrounding them.

“Taking into consideration the en- 
tire record in this arbitration, 1 am 
of the opinion that conditions in At- 
lanta- affecting street yailway wages 
do not require or justify any increase 
in the existing scale and that the 
same should be continued in effect 
through the vear 1925.” 

Mr. Candler's dissenting ‘opinion 
was as follows: 

“Under an agreement entered into 
on April 13, 1925, the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company and the Ar- 
Janta Northern Railway company, af- 
filiated street railways, for conven 
ence hereinafter referred to as the 
company, and the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street and Electrical -Rail- 
way _imployees of America, Division 
No. 732 of Atlanta, Georgia, and rhe 
members thereof, hereinafter referred 
to as the employees, submitted to 
board of arbitration, chosen and ajr 
pointed in accordance with the terms 
thereof, the following matters upon 
which they were at difference, to wit: 

“(a) The question of the rate of 
wages to be paid by the railway com- 
panies mentioned to their employees. 
members of the above mentioned ay- 
sociation, and, 

“(b) From what date the rate of 
wages found by the board of arbitra- 
tion should be effective. 

“A provision in the agreement is 
that the written decision of a majority 
ef the members of the board of arbi- 
tration shall be final, conclusive and 
binding on the parties thereto. 


All Evidence Heard. 


“The hoard of three members ap- 
pointed as provided in the. agreement 
has heard all the evidence and argu- 
ments submitted by the. respective 
parties on the points in dispute, and 
an agreement has been reached and 
signed by two of the arbitrators 
(Messrs. Johnson and Still) granting 
un increase of 3 cents per hour to 
conductors and motormen, and of § 
per cent to other employees, members 
of the union. 


“I am unable to coneur 
award and dissent therefrom. 

‘It will be recalled that a board of 
arbitration coustituted under a similar 
agreement to the one under which 
we are actins, and composed of the 
same three individuals as this, on 
March 14, 1924, by a ‘majority vote 
(Messrs, Johnson and Candler for, 
With Mr. Still dissenting) fixed a scale 
of wages to apply during the entire 
ealendar year, 1924. Under: dates of 
}Jecember 30, 1924 and January 1, 
1925, the com; pany and the employees 
agreed to continue the scale in force 
into the year 1925, without any defi- 
nite term, until either party should 
tlesire to termini ite the same, of which 
ten days’ notice should be given. 


“In the meantime the employees 
thade demand for inerenses in the 
1924 scale, and the parties failing to 
reach an agreement by negotiation, 
on April 13 entered into the agreement 
under which we are acting. 


Increase Last Year. 


“It has been only a little more than 
a year since the existing scale,carry- 
ing increases of approximately 7 to 10 
per cent was prescribed. 

“It must be assumed that the ma- 
jority of the board prescribing that 
scale honestly believed it to be, under 
then existing conditions, fair and just 
to both parties. This assumption is 
sustained hy the fact that it has been 
continued hy mutual agreement of the 
{nn throuzh several months 
qe 

“The question which logieally arises 
it, have conditions which entered inte 
the consideration of proper wages in 
1924, sv materially changed 
1925, as to require or justify 
av upward revision of the scale. 

“The evidence submitted at the 
hearing was largely confiftted to this 
question. 

“It is contended by the employees, 
that the cost of living in Atlanta 
has materially increased since the last 
arbitration. Fyvidence in the form of 
retail food prices quoted by two re- 
tail grocers in Atlanta on a limited 
number of articles for one day only, 
was submitted in support of this con- 
tention. 

“There was also introduced oral tes- 
timony to the effect that the uniforms 
of motormen and conductors cost  3v 
more than last year. 

Living Cést Cited. 

“The «ompany submitted estimates 
as to the cost of living in Atlanta 
made by the United States bureau of 


in this 


laber and also by the national indus- 
trial conference board, each showing 
that there had been a slight decrease 
in the cost of living in this city dur- 
ing 1924, and further contended that 
the cost of living in Atlanta as of 
May, 1925, is approximately the same 
as of December 31, 1923. It conceded 
that between January 1, 1925, and 
May 1, 1925, there had been some in- 
creage in food costs, but that this had 
been about offset by reductions in 
rents. 

“It appears to nie that cost esti- 
mates made by an. impartial govern- 
mental body, upon cost figures gath- 
ered by experts over a period‘of time, 
ineluding every article entering into 
the family support, and from numer- 
ous sources, must carry far more 
weight than price — by two 
small retailers on only 10 or 12 food 
products on one day only. The esti- 
mates by the national industrial .con- 
ference board were in substantial ac- 
cord with those of the federal buréau. 

“From all the evidence before the 
board, 1 am of the opinion that the 
cost of lixing in Atlanta at this time, 
in so far as it enters into a consider- 
anion of Wages, has not so materially 
increased over March, 1924, as to 
justify the inerease in wages now 
awarded by a majority of the board. 

“It was contended by the employees 
that traffic conditions in Atlanta have 
grown so bad, with recent speeding 
up of street car sehedules, the risks 
and hazards attending theig employ- 
ment have increased so that their 
services are performed under greater 
nervous and mental strain. This con- 
tention was sustained by only the 
statements of two or three employees, 
with no really substantial evidence. 

Operation Safer. 

“The recent establishment of stops 
at numerous trutiic boulevards, the 
elimination of jitneys from _ streets 
upon which cars are operated and 
other traffic regulations adopted dur- 
ing the past year would rather tend 
to render street car operation safer 
and off-set the possible effect of any 
speeding up of schedules in non-con- 
gested sections. 

“During the hearing discussion was 
had as to the probable effeet of. jit- 
ney elimination from the streets upon 
r the company’s revenues and its ability 
because thereof tu pay higher wages. 
April is the only full month of opera- 
tions since jitney elimination effee- 
tive March 21 last und the company’s 


net revenues for that month were 
only imecreased something over $20,- 
OOO in excess of April, 1924. The 
effect for a year or any fair period 
of operation can only be estimated, 
not with such certainty in my opinion 
as to justify the imposition by this 
board of a large, definite, additional 
expense burden upon the company. 
“It Must be borne in mind that a 
public utility, such as a street car 
company, occupied an entirely difter- 
ent position from that of a private 
industry. Jf the wage scale of a 
manufacturer is increased, he offsets 


erease in the selling price of his prod- 
ucts, If because of competition or 
for other economie reasous this can- 
not be done, he can suspend opera- 
tions until conditions are improved, 
of quit business altogether, or remove 
to some other more favorably located 
city. 
Rate Must Be Same. 

“The utility cannot increasé 
rates: it cannot remove to another 
city, it must go on at the rates fixed 
by the public, operate under regula- 
tions prescribed by the public, and in 
the case of the Georgia Railway and 


Power company pay wages fixed by 


| arbitration. 


“I coneede that the cost of living 


of lhas a place in the consideration of a 


wage scale, but I also contend that 
pay wages must enter into the con- 
sideration. A living wage for the 
employee can only be met by a living 
wage fur the employer. 

“The company submitted evidence 
showing that its railway net earnings 
were approximately $273,000 less in 
1924 tham in 1923, and less for the 
first three months of 1925 than for 
the same. period in 1924, failing by 
$118,000 to meet interest charges 
falone. No evidence was introduced to 
discredit these statements of actual 
results. 


“The <sompany contends that the 


wages now in effect have been 
are sufficiently attractive to bring to 
it many applications for employment, 
approximately 600 having been made 
since January 1, 1925, only 8&0 
which could be accepted as railway 
trainmen.

“The evidence submitted further

*““"l'aking into consideration the en- 
tire record in this arbitration, I am of 
the opinion that conditions in Atlanta 
affecting street railway wages do not 
require or justify any increase in the 
existing scale and that the same should 


ment: 


“Of course, although we are great- 
ly disappointed, we will carry out the 


provisions of the award of the beard 
‘of arbitration. 


In the year 1924, the 
reet railway department failed to 


, ‘earn interest on its bonded debt by 


$268,000, to say nothing of a return 
on the value of the property. On top 
of all that, this award increases the 
street railway’s expense about $126,- 
000 a year, all of it an addition to ex- 
penses and further increases our de- 
ficit by just that amount. 


“The board of arbitration granted 
an increase in wages in 1924, so in 
two years wages in the railway de- 
partment alone, have increased at the 
rate of $252,000 a year more than 
they were in 1923 for the same 
amount of service. 

“When the award increasing wages 
was granted in 1924 the arbitrators 
stated that some relief would have to 
be granted the*street railway to meet 
even that increase. None was grant- 
ed, yet an additional increase in wages 
has been given. 

“The only thing that has been done 
toward granting relief to the street 
railway has veen the elimination of 
the jitneys, This was merely restor- 
ing an injury already done us. Even 
so. in April, the first month after the 
elimination of jitneys, the railway 
showed an increase in fross revenue 
of only $20,000 -as compared with 
April, 1924. At this same rate the 
increase in gross revenue would he 
$240,000 per annum. Due to the 
awards of the arbitration beard in 
1924 and 1925, all of the increase in 
revenue brought about by the elimina- 
tion of jitneys will be taken by in- 
creased wages to street railway em- 
ployees. 

“On the other hand the city govern- 
ment contends that because of the 
elimination of jitneys, we should be 
compelled to pay for more street pav- 
ing. Thus the city of Atlanta itself 
wants to take for additional paving 


to spend t rs 
and then there are other poodine on 
the company’s earnings each one of 
which insists it is entitled to all the 
increase in earnings brought about 
by the elimination of jitneys. So, by 
the time we are through meeting these 
various demands, the saving of $2-10.- 
000 per annum by the elimination of 
jitneys bids fair to cost us nearly a 
million dollars per annum. 

“It looks like we just can’t be per- 
mitted to economize in this business. 
Every time we find a way to save one 
dollar some 
four déllars from us. We are sort of 
like the cat in the well—every time 
she climbed up one foot she fell back 
four. 

“Tt i certainly a hard business. 
The public service commission fixes 
our rates, quantity of service, number 
of stopping odlaces and routes on which 
we run. Arbitrators fix our wages. 
‘The gevernment fixes our taxes. The 
city determines the amount of paving 

-e shall pay for and decides to make 
each year the banner paving = year. 
Then the city exacts from. us part of 
our gross receipts in addition to taxes 
for the privilege of paying the wages, 
the paving and the taxes. 

Kept Impoverished. 

“If we express willingness to con- 
tribute to the building of a viaduct to 
help the town, then they seem to think 
we ought to. pay the entire cost of 
the viaduct, and to make sure we'll 
do it they keep us so impoverished we 
can’t raise a dollar to pay any part 
of it. 

“This is tough on us but I guess 
it’s good for the soul. 

“They do it differently in North 
Carolina and Florida. As a result 
poth these state and all the people 
in them are the envy of the rest of us. 

“This is not a complaint about high 
wages. -These men work hard, are 
most loyal to the service, and deserve 
an employer in financial position to 
pay good wazes. I only wish there 
was somebody with power and willing- 
ness to award the street railroad itself 
a living. wage, in the interest of the 
men and the town.”

There should be holes 
in the bottom of the wooden box 
covered with broken pottery and a 
layer of coarse gravel for proper 
drainage and the box filled with good 
potting soil with plenty of sandy 
loam to make it porous and prevent 
gakinrg. 

The food in the soil may be re- 
mienished as the season advances, by 


the use of a little bone meal or com- 


mereinl and liquid fertilizer. as the 
eonfined plants will make heavy de- 
mands on the larder. Weak soap suds 
are an excellent fertilizer. 

De not crowd the plants-—+think of 
the roots—and in selecting them, be 
guided by exposure whether sunny o> 
shady, or whether the box is to make 
its best show towards the street or 
look its best from the room. ‘There 
may of course be an ingenious com- 
bhirction of these two specifications. 

Some window gardeners prefer to 
use yvotted plants. setting them in the 
box or soil and filling the spaces with 
moss. and removing them or exchans- 
ing fer others at will. This is thor- 
oughly practical and often the most 
convenient.

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The weakest group of stocks in the 
down sliding markets which have oc- 
curred since the firet of the year has 
not been, the rails nor the oils nor 
the coppers. Greatest weakness has 
developed: in the radio shares listed 
on the New York curb exchange. 
Recktessly boomed, beyond shadow of 
doubt. these stocks have tobogganned 
downward in a way that makes what 
happened to stock exchange issues 
seem tame, : 

The above chart shows the course 
of leading curb exchange radio issues 
since the first of the year, the line 
representing the average of weekly 
high and low quotations. Fully 11 
radio issues suffered losses of 60 per 
cent cr more from their 1925 high 
marks. As a matter of fact, the av- 
erage line of the chart shows a drop. 
fron extreme high to extreme low, of 
just about 60 per cent. One radio 
ixsne declined over 80 per cent in 
value. and several other issues fell off 
70 ver cent or more. The shares of 
the Radio Corporation of America 
listed on the stock exchange, fell off 


abow.t 40 per cent in value between 
the first of January and March 27, 
but have since advanced from $49 a 
share to around $60. 

Forbes Magazine in commenting 
recently upon the fall in radio se- 
curity values, had the following to 
say: ‘Whereas, on the stock exchange, 
the high levels to whirh the leading 
speculative favorites climbed had a 
tendency to keep the unschooled pub- 
lic traders safely on the outside and 
there was sufficient warning of cul- 
mination of the bull movement to 
enable a large part of the experienced 
publie following to get from under 
befcre the decline entered its more 
severe stages, indications are that a 
maiority of those who took a flier in 
radios were unmercifully khune up at 
ton prices. The result is that the 
radio industry today has probably the 
largest army of ‘involuntary inves- 
tors’ ever recruited.” All this does 
not mean however, that the industry 
itself is-on the rocks, merely that 
radio securities were boomed too rap- 
idly and beyond warrant. 


Weekly Crop 


and Weather| 


Summary of Cotton Belt 


Washington, May 13.—Crop and 
weather conditions in southern states 
for the week ended yesterday were 
summarized by the department of ag- 
riculture today as follows: 

While most of the week was too 
cool and dry for cotton in the central 


and eastern portions of the belt, with 
germination of  late-planted and 
growth of early-planted slow, there 
was a reaction to warmer weather the 
latter part, and generous rains large- 
ly relieved the droughty conditions, 
except in the more eastern and south- 
eastern districts. It was decidedly 
too cool and wet, however, in the 
northwestern part of the belt. 

In Texas tne stands of early cotton 
are very good and growth was satis-. 
factory with much seeding accomplish- 
ed during the week, though this work 
was somewhat delayed by frequent 
rain in western and northeastern por- 
tions of the state. Planting made 
fair progress in Oklahoma and is 
about half completed, but, germina- 
tion was rather poor because of the 
eool, wet weather, although the early 
planted shows a good stand. 

Planting has been nearly completed 
in the central-northern portion of the 
belt. Rains and warmer weather tie 
latter part of the week materially 
improved the germinating conditions 
from Arkansas and Louisiana east- 
ward. Some replanting was being 
done in southern Alabama and “2on- 
siderable was being reseeded in Geor- 
gia and South Carolina. Conditions 
continued favorable for cotton in the 
far southwestern states, 

Corn was much benefitted in the 
south by the generous rains the latter 
part of the week, though it still needs 
moisture in some _ southeastern - dis- 
tricts. Good recovery is reported 
from the southeast since the recent 
rains. : 

Some damage to fruit is reported 
from some sections of the Atlantic 
coast states. Considerable citrus fruit 
is dropping in Florida. 

Tobacco plants are being set as far 
north as the Ohio’ river, although 
there is a scarcity of plants in Vir- 
giniga and North Carolina. Late 
transplanted tobacco is poor in Geor- 
gia because of dry weather. 

CONDITION BY STATES. 

North Carolina—Cool beginning, 
but temperatures recovered normal. 
with beneficial rains at close of week 
in. west and central portions. Condi- 
now favorable for cotton, but 
cool weather retarded good start: 
many complaints of poor or irregular 
stands; planting not yet completed 
and some replanting necessary. Con- 
dition of corn and truck show wide 
range from poor to good. Transplant 
ing tobacco continues: considerable 
scarcity ef plants. Wheat and oat> 
doing fairly well. Fruits fair to yerv 
eoo0d; considerable drop in some lo- 
ealities. 

South Carolina—Drouth. with cool 
nights early part of week unfavor 
able. Winter cereals deteriorated. 
heads poorly filled and straw short. 
Good stands early cotton and corn 
generally. but germination later plant 


ings poor. Chopping progressing and 
planting continues; considerable cot- 
ton replanting. Tobacco and minor 
crops fair. Soaking rain needed. but 
fair showers at week-end in west. 
RAINS IN GEORGIA. 

Georgia—Drought and cool weather 
most of week detrimental, but good 
rains Monday in many sections. Prog- 
ress and germination of cotton poor, 
and chopping slow due to hard soil; 
considerable replanting necessary. 
Progress’ of upland corn poor; needs 
cultivating ; much corn plented in low- 
lands in east. Harvesting wheat and 
oats progressing. Pastures, truck gar- 
dens und potatoes suffe d_ severely 
from drought. Late transplanted to- 
bacco poor and transplanting sweet 
potatoes much delayed. 

Florida—Progress and condition of 
cotton very good. Rain last dav in 
west very beneficial. Except west 
and south, drought acute. Corn fair 
to good in lowlands: suffering on up- 
lands. Cane and peanuts fair. Oats 
poor. Melons at standstill ; some ship- 
ments im central portion. ‘Tomatoes 
and other truck shipped in good quan- 
tities from central portion. Citrus 
fruits dropping badly in some localities 
and trees wilting. Tobacco badly dam- 
aged. 

Alabam.—General rains latter part 
of week beneficial to all crops, but 
insufficient locally in southeast. All 
crops sbowing bad effects of drought, 
cabbage especially. Corn planting con- 
tinued. Transplanting sweets begin- 
nine in most sections. Peaches and 
satsuma oranges mostly doing well. 
Progress of early-planted cotton most- 
lv fair, Germination of late-planted 
slow or delayed by previous cold, dry 
weather. Chopping progressing slow- 
ly in south and some replanting in 
scattered areas. 

Cotton Planted. 

Texas—Seasonal weather with good 
rains nearly all sections, although 
drought still unbroken in some lower 
coast and adjoniing southwestern 
counties. Pastures, winter wheat, 
oats and some minor crops improved, 
but condition still poor to only fair. 
Progress and condition of rice good. 
Progress of corn very good, but condi- 
tion mostly poor. Progress and stands 
of early cotton very good, except where

Resolutions were adopted Wednes- 
day night by the Atlanta Federation 
vt Trades calling upon the city of 
Atlanta to pay $0.000 to the families 
or dependents of each fireman who 
died in the Decatur street fire in 
addition to the fund now being raised 
by popular subscription. The resolu- 
tion also called upon the mayor and 
city council to provid: more adequate 
inspection of buildings to prevent a 
recurrence of the tragedy. «Increased 
pay for the firemen, in ogder that 
they might not leave their famélies 
dependent in case of sudden 
also was proposed. 

Another resolution adopted de- 
nounced the proposal to.bring back 
the lash in corfyict camps in Georgia, 
and called upon the federation to join 
hands with other civie bodies in an 
attempt to defeat the proporel. It 
was amended to instruct the legisla- 
tive committee ty investigate -other 
modes of punishment which are said 
to be detrimental to the health of 
the convicts, suc as mvevable dun- 
geons, etc. The motion was adopted 
unanimously.
